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1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1, 3 through 19, 43 through 45 and 49 through 65 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 , 43 and 49 are indefinite because the preamble is not commensurate 
with the body of the claim. The preamble of claims 1, 43 and 49 recites a 
dispenser for wet wipes, but the body recites only the structure of a support or 
holder for a dispensing container and no structure for dispensing is now 
positively recited. 

In claim 19 line 2, the recitation "said second support member" lacks antecedent 
basis. Accordingly, it is not clearly understood how such "second support 
member" relates to the various other recited elements. It appears this language 
is intended to refer to the previously recited "second support member portion" of 
claim 7 and has been treated as such. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 , 3 through 19, 22 and 24 through 42 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Julius '360. 
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Julius '360 teaches mounting the apparatus to a surface such as a wall or table 
top (see column 1 1 lines 42-52). This would place the support member in a 
horizontal direction when mounted to the table top which would place what may 
be considered the base below the support member (as required by claim 4) and 
at the very least suggest other orientations (such as vertical or downward). 

5. Claims 43 through 45 and 49 through 65 would be allowable if rewritten or 
amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in 
this Office action. 

6. Claims 66 through 82 are allowed. 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 15 May 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant has argued the claims require the support member be 
maintained at a specified angle with respect to the selected surface on which the base 
portion is mounted. The claims require only that the support member be in a horizontal 
or downward direction and it is the examiner's position that Julius '360 meets the 
limitation of the support member being in a horizontal position as related in the above 
rejection under 35 USC 102(b).
